All of the features defined in this claim are explicitly disclosed in citation (i). For example, 
Figures 1 and 4-9 of this citation disclose a paperboard baking and shipping tray having a 
rectangular base (12) with side walls (18, 20) and end walls (14, 16). The corners of the tray . 
include locking assemblies (36, 44, 46) that retain the end walls and side walls in upright 
positions with the corners being straight and square. 

All of the features defined in this claim are also explicitly disclosed in citation (i). For 
example, Figure 2 of this citation discloses a paperboard blank including a base panel (12), side 
wall panels (18, 20) adjoining base panel (12) and end wall panels or base flaps (22) also 
adjoining base panel (12). Each side wall panel includes side, wall flaps (34) which are adapted 
to interact with the base flaps and wherein the base flaps and side wall flaps include the locking 
assembly (36 3 44, 46). • 

All of the features defined in this claim are also disclosed in citation (i). At column 1, lines 7- 
25 of this citation there is a clear description of the tray being used for baking and transporting 
cake or the like. 



Inventive Step (IS) Claims L 9. 14-16 
Claims 1, 9, 14: see above. 



Claims 15, 16: 



The minor features added to claim 14 by each of these claims are not explicitly disclosed in 
citation (i). However, citation (i) when combined with citation (iii), as would be obvious to a 
relevant person skilled in the art, discloses all of the features of these claims. Therefore, claims 
15, 16 lack an inventive step.
